This is a handsome publication, profusely illustrated, and consisting of a com- 
prehensive and scholarly study of the language and literature of Catalonia written 
in the Catalan language, and edited by an eminent Catalan bibliophile. 

The subjects are dealt with in attractive and concise chapters, from which the 
reader may extract the maximum of information from the earliest to the most up-to- 
date Catalan literature, characteristic typography of the various periods, the various 
schools of poetry and other literary media, information on manuscripts, woodcuts, 
bindings, modern book illustration, institutions connected with Catalan literature, 
Catalan littérateurs, and the bibliography of the greatest Catalan authors. There is 
a refreshing absence of pedantry in this highly informative text, and it is enriched

It will prove a most useful companion to Claudin’s great book on the Paris and 
Lyons presses. The provincial French printers, so little known to bibliographers, 
are very fully represented, such as Limoges, Poitiers, Toulouse, etc. 

A’ great many of the reproductions are from unique books in small French 
libraries, and would be unobtainable in any other form. 

It is also a valuable contribution to the history of engraving. 

No library, no museum, no collector of incunabula, can afford to be without it.

Messrs. Victor Gollancz take particular pleasure in announcing a new volume 
which Mr. Stanley Morison has in the press. The author’s previous works on ancient 
and modern printing in the roman letter are written from what is a compara- 
tively fresh point of view—that of the collector interested rather in the beauty than 
in the archaeology of books. His studies therefore have drawn attention to many 
printers whose merits had not hitherto been recognized by those collectors 
whose appreciation of books is based upon historical considerations. There 
are many books, rare, and thus valuable enough as examples of this or that printer’s 
development or ag exhibiting various bibliographical or typographical minutiae, but 
which are neither composed in a satisfactory type nor agreeably set on the page.

A volume of first-class facsirniles selected in accordance with a high 
typographical standard is not available, and the publishers feel that many collectors 
and amateurs of books of the fifteenth century will be grateful for Mr. Morison’s new 
volume. Limiting himself to the consideration of the German books printed in that 
century, the author has selected from the uniquely rich and representative British 
Museum collection, one hundred and fifty-two of the best examples of Gothic com- 
position. hese plates will exhibit only the finest specimens of that classic Black 
Letter, unrivalled in its stateliness, with which printing made its début and which 
was so soon to fall into decline; but there will also be included a fine series of 
examples of transitional Gothic founts. Thus, in addition to pages from the books 
of Fust and Schoeffer, Koberger, Gunther Zainer and Ratdolt, there’ will be repro- 
duced a number of the less familiar pages by Michael Wenssler of Basei, Hoeltzel of 
Nuremberg, Schonsperger of Augsburg, Johann Gainer of Ulm, Kollicker of Basel, 
and others.

Messrs. Victor Gollancz, Ltd., wish it to be understood that they are sparing 
no pains to secure absolutely perfect reproduction of the magnificent examples which 
Mr. Morison has chosen. They have, therefore, placed the photography and printing 
of the plates in the hands of the justly renowned firm of Messrs. Charlies Whittingham 
and Griggs of London. The entire work will be carried ous under the author’s 
supervision. 

With a view to the preservation of the highest possible standard of accuracy in 
reproduction, the edition has been limited to a small number. 

It is hoped that this volume on German Gothic Incunabula in the British

This generation witnesses » rapidly widening increase in the appreciation of 
the art of handline the elements which contribute to the making of the finely 
printed book. Amateurs of typography nevertheless are not too well served by 
the present literature of their subject. While, for instance, there exist numerous 
catalogues, bibliographies and monographs, these for the most part treat westhetics 
but slightly, and if illustrated include but few plates, and these often do scant 
justice to the originals. Again, the collector of fine printing has often to regret 
a certain narrowness of interest which has characterised the work of students ‘and 
professional bibliographers. Thus it has become fashionable in many quarters to 
condemn most of the printing between fifteenth-century Venice and nineteenth- 
century Hammersmith. Less instructed enthusiasts have spent much time and 
inore money in labouring to accumulate all the Elzevirs known to Willems in the 
belief that these were notable typographical successes. A volume of reproductions 
of masterpieces of fine printing from the date of Jenson’s perfection of the pure 
roman letter to our own day is an obvious need. In Mr. Stanley Morison’s 
The Art of the Printer, the author demonstrates by means of a consecutive 
series of fine half-tone plates that the tradition of fine printing has, in spite of 
wholesale defection from high standards, never lacked its champions. The repro- 
ductions bring together examples of the work, not only of acknowledged masters, but 
of printers whose achievement places them on a level with Aldus and Ratdolt, and 
whose merits have not hitherto secured recognition. ‘hus a fine range is given of 
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the work of Antonio Blado (Rome), Francesco Marcolini and the Gioliti (Venice). 
The productions of the early French Renaissance include several masterpieces which 
equal, if they do not excel, the finest of the Italian school. Of this period some 
hundred examples are reproduced, including pieces by Simon de Colines, Geofroy 
Tory, Fédérie Morel and Michael Vascosan. The brilliant Lyons school is headed 
by a number of pages by the de Tournes. It cannot be said that Mr. Morison’s 
volume fails to attempt justice to the sixteenth century in general and to French 
typography in particular. The primacy in printing won for France by the superb 
genius of Tory and the skill of her type founders ensured great prestige to her official 
printing house, the Imprimerie Royale, founded in 1640 at the instance of Richelieu. 
The typographical fashions here initiated were followed at a respectful distance 
throughout Europe, and numerous representative examples of its work are given in 
Mr. Morison’s pages. 

This volume, on a more modest scale and at a more moderate price than the 
same author’s monumental *‘ Four Centuries of Fine Printing ” (from whose 650 
examples 250 have been chosen and reproduced in monochrome by the half-tone 
process and largely in smailer format), should prove of incalculable service to the 
innumerable bibliophiles, amateurs, connoisseurs, publishers, printers, and users 
of printing to be found throughout the world. It shows examples of Fine Printing 
from the year 1501 to William Morris.

‘* In answer to yours of June 20 concerning the business of printing, the brief 
history is this. As to the Universities right of printing (all manner of books 


vendible) before our Charter of K. Ch. I., it is not needfull to trouble you at pre- 
sent, but the art of printing was first brought into England by the University 
(and at their charges) and here practised many years before fnaee was any printing 
in London, and we have been in the continuall possession of it ever since, and long 
before there was any restraint put upon printing, which was not at all till Queen 
Hlizabeth’s time, about 8° of Car. I. (and by several Charters since) our ancient 
right is recognized and further granted to us, beside which Charter Arch. Bp. 
Laud did procure from the Stationers of London (by Indenture under their Seal) 
a grant from them of one Copy (for the Bodlyon Library) of all books thenceforth 
to be printed in their Company in consideration of a Leas to them granted of 
transcribing Copies (in that Library) of manuscripts there for them to print and

time while Arch. Bp. Laud lived it was in part observed) hath since been wholly 
neglected, and they give us none upon that account. 

“There was at the same time an agreement between the University and that 
Company for 8 years in behalf of the Company, the Ks. printers and Mr. Norton 
with a Covenant to renew at the end of that 8 years. Whereby the University 
agreed to forbear the printing of certain Books: and the Company tc pay 200£ 
a year for such forbearance: which 200£ was (by agreement amongst themselves)

‘“ The University hereupon gave ‘leave to their printers (Leichfield and Hall) 
to comprint with these divers beneficiall books which presently brought them to 
seek terms of agreement, (that being the only means to bring them to reason), 
and it was then agreed to forbear, they paying the rent of 120£, which fall of 
rent was agreed to, upon their great complaint of poverty and trade: After the 
return of K. Ch. 2d. Dr. Bayly (when he was Vice-Chancellor) brought it up to 
the old rent of 200£, and so it was continued for some while. When the Univer- 
sity dissolved their power on Dr. Fell (since Bp. of Oxford) and some others they 
continued the hke agreement with the Company (in behali of themselves and those 
others concerned ne them) which continued for some time longer, but after a 
while the Ks. printers of Bibles (presumeing that we had not stock enough to 
Comprint Bibles with them) ‘broke off the agreement and would not pay tiem their 
proportion no longer, bidding us print bibles, if we pleased, they would give us 
nothing to forbear. Meanwhile the Company and Mr. Norton (being well aware that 
we might with a little stock be able to do them a prejudice, by printing gramers, 
almanacks and schoolbooks) were willing to continue their agreement as to their 
proportions, whereupon the Bishop and Dr. Yates (continuing to pay us 200£ as 
before) did agree with the Company and Mr. Norton (for so much as their proportion 
eame to), but did bear the Loss (out of their own purse) of that which the Ks. 
printers were to pay: and this for divers years before they could put themselves into 
a Capacity of printing Bibles. After some years Dr. Yates brought into the stock 
(as I have been told) a stock of 4 or 5 thousand pounds, which did enable them to 
get upon the printing of Bibles, thereupon the Bp. and he printed a Bible in 4to 
which the Ks. printers being aware of, did print another Just in the same volume 
and sold it to Loss, and did Lose by it (as themselves did acknowledge) about 500£ 
desioning thereby to break our design in printing by forcing ours to sell so cheap as 
to Lose by it, or els to have the bibles Lay upon their hands unsold, whilst them- 
selves would make themselves whole by getting a higher price upon Bibles in other 
Volums and thus they threatned to do with whatsoever volums we should print; pre- 
sumeing that we were not in a capacity to print in all volums , the Bp. and Dr. Yates 
finding “thernselves thus overre ached, found it necessary to take in with them soma 
London Booksellers, as well for the better vending of books which did already lay 
upon their hands as for the increase of their stock ‘that they might be in a Capacity 
to print in other volumes also: which did effectually Counterwork that design. Here- 
upon they first took in Moses Pit and one other, but finding this not enough to do the 
work, they further took in Mr. Parker and Mr. Guy, those took of all the books which 
the Bp. and Dr. Yates had lying upon their hands, and did effectually set upon print-

ing the bible in several volumes. With so much strugling it was (and with at great 
Charges) before we could get into a capacity of printing bibles without great Loss. 
Their next attempt was by setting a multitude of presses to work to print 
vast numbers and by selling them cheap to break our printers so that now the Contest 
was whether (who) should ‘print most and sell cheapest: whereby the price of bibles 
(for the advantage of the publick) was brought down to Less than half of what they 
were before sold at: and many hundred thousands of Bibles printed and sold more 
than otherwise would have been and our own people at home and abroad (in our own 
plantations) furnished from hence; which before were wont to be furnished (in vast 
numbers) from Holland (where Bibles were printed far more than in Eng!and, be- 
cause cheaper) for the Ks. printers did not now print and sell fewer Bibles (by reason 
of our Comprinting), but only they sold them cheaper. Their next attempt on us 
was by a long suit in Chancery, for 2 or 3 years, to the charges of a great many hun- 
dred pounds ‘(born as before partly by the University, partly by the Bp., and partly 
by our printers), wherein (we! thought) the Ld. Keeper North bore very hardly upon 
us (and was afterwards convinced that he had done so). But did at length admit us 
to a tryall at Comon Law. . . . After this they vexed us with 2 suits at Comon 
Law, one in the name of the Ks. printers, the other in the name of the Company; to 
which we were forced at great charges to put in Pleas : and have it argued at the Barr 
divers times; but finding the Court inclinable to do us right, they have (by delatory 
proceedings) kept it from Judgment and the suits, are still depending. They then 
prevailed with the Bp. of Oxford to separate the interests, and whereas before . 
they had let the whole to our printers at 200£ ye ean it with them to agree with the 
Company upon the point of forbearance.’’

The 
Champfleury owed its origin to ‘‘ a letter of ancient form which I had not iong since 
made for Maitre Grolier,’’ etc. The composition of that work is given to us by the 
author himse!f, in the form of a table of contents at the beginning. 


This whole work is divided into three books. 


In the first book is contained the exhortation to establish and ordain the French 
tongue by fixed rule fcr speaking elegantly, in good and sound French diction. 


In the second is treated the invention of the Attic letters, and the proportionate 
coincidence thereof with the natural body and face of the perfect man. With several 
happy inventions and reflections upon the said Attic letters. 


In the third and last book all the said letters, in their alphabetical order, are 
drawn and proportioned in height and width according to their proper formation and 
correct pronunciation, both Jatin and French, as well in the ancient as in the modern 
manner. 


In two sheeis at the end are added thirteen different fashions of letters, to wit, 
Hebrew, Greek, Latin. French, and these latter in four fashions, which are :— 
‘* eadeaulx,’’ ‘* forme,’’ ‘* bastarde,’” and ‘‘ tourneure.’’ Then follow the Persian, 
Arabic, African, Turkish, and Tartar letters, which have, all five, one and the same 
type of alphabet. After these are the Chaldaic, the ‘‘ goffes,’’ which are ctherwise 
ealled ‘‘ Imperial and Bullatic,’’ the Fantastic letters, the Utopian letters, or as cne | 
may say, Voluntary, and lastly, the floriated letters.

The third book is the important part of Tory’s work. Laying theory aside, he

there gives us the exact design of the letters of the alphabet and the method of 
executing them. He does not overlook, moreover, this essential fact—that the 
designer of letters and the printer ought before all else be grammarians in the ancient 
meaning of the word; and at the same time that he gives us the shape of a letter, he 
instructs us as to its value and pronunciation. It is at this point that Tory’s book 
becomes especially interesting to us: he passes in review the pronunciation in vogue 
in each of the French provinces, or nations, as they were called then. One after 
another they appear before us, with their special idioms, which have become mere 
myths to-day—Flemings, Burgundians, Lyonnais, Forésiens, Manseaux, Berrichons, 
Normans, Bretons, Lorrainers, Gascons, Picards, and even [talians, Germans, English, 
Scotch, etc. His observations do not stop at the somewhat mixed idioms of the men, 
but extend to the more individual language of the women. 


In the first half of the sixteenth century the Roman letter again asserted itself, 
and Gothic characters were no Icnger the exclusive use of French printing-houses. 
This was due largely to the influence of that singular genius, Geotfroy Tory of Bourges, 
‘‘ who was at the forefront of all progress made in books, in the second quarter of the 
sixteenth century.’’ He was at once poet, translator and critic, artist and workman, 
dreamer and reformer. He had been a traveller in Italy and was deeply n.oved by 
the Renaissance spirit. He wrote, printed and published books; he designed type in 
which to print them, and ornaments with which to adorn them. He reformed French 
orthography. le was a prime mover in introducing Roman types and made innova- 
tions in the arrangement of title-pages. In short, he was a kind of divine jack-of-all- 
trades. His famous Champfleury, begun in 1523, was published in 1529. It is one 
of the most important books in the history of letter design; and Tory was rewarded in 
1580 for its production with the title of imprimeur du rot. Almost every one of his 
publications was charrning, and his decorations for them, and for the bocks of other 
printers, the last word in distinction. Tory is important tc us because of his part in 
fostering the fashion for Roman letters, thereby displacing Gothic types, and because 
he introduced in French printing the accent, apostrophe, and cedilla. Epitaphs are 
notoriously untrustworthy, but even making due allowance for that, we may well stand 
abashed at a person who was recorded as an ** accomplished Scholar in both Latin 
and Greek, most devoted Lover of Letters, very expert Printer and learned Author, 
inasmuch as he wrote elegant Distichs on the parts of the House, composed some 
humorous Epitaphs in Latin in very ancient Style, translated Treatises of Xenophon, 
Tucian, and Plutarch from Greek into French, taught Philosophy at Paris in the 
College of Burgundy, was the first Man to discuss seriously the Art of Printing, 
described the Forms of the Letters, or Characters, of the Alphabet, taught Garamond, 
Chief of Engravers, and always performed the Duties of a good Man.’ Tory was 
born about 1480, and died in 1533.

This ‘ Serie ’ followed closely the publication of the famous 1788 Manuale, and 
in his ‘ Vita del Cavaliere Giambattista Bodoni,’ J. de Lama alludes to it as ‘* another 
magnificent Manuale of which very few copies were distributed, Bodoni jealously 
hiding the rem:aining copies.’’ 

It contains 15 alphabets of capitals, in Cancellereschi types, 28 alphab. (capt. 
let.) of Roman and Cursive Types, on 28 leaves. Whereas Lama only speaks of 
only 15 alphabets of the same, on 24 leaves! 

Then come 9 Greek Alphabets (capital letters), with their corresponding 
‘* Corsivi,’’ 12 Russian Alphabets, capital letters with ccrresponding ‘‘ Corsivi ”’ in 
12 leaves, 32 descriptions of Itahan towns with their French versions, the first in 
Roman the second in Cursive types. (This vol. contains 33, of the same!) They 
are followed by 20 leaves of Russian types with their corresponding ‘ Corsivi,’ 2 
leaves of Greek types, 1 leaf containing some Rabbinical, Yiddish, (very likely the 
first type specimen in that language), and Etruscan types. Finally 4 leaves of 8 
Italian descriptions in roman types, with their coresponding French version in Cur- 
sive types. 

This beautiful copy, in splendid condition, is one printed on ‘ white French 
paper.’ Its interesting to note that on the receipt of specimens, of the Cancellereschi 
Majuscole types, Lerewith mentioned, Benjamin Franklin wrote to Bodoni that 
famous complimentary letter of which the Italian typographer was so justly proud. 

According to Updike this is ‘‘ the finest and most imposing of Bodoni’s Speci- 
mens, and the twenty-eight alphabets of Roman and italic Capitals are the most may- 
nificent of their kind ever displayed.’’ 

The cut of the Russian Capital letters is brilliant, and the impression effective to 
the last degree. 


Updike ends up by saying that ‘‘ the Splendour of this book depends on pure 
Typography ;—There is not one ornament in it.”’

Caracteres...da P. Didot l’ainé of 1819. Here we see a new style of French type in 
full swing. Pierre Didot says these fonts were engraved under his personal super- 
vision by the type-cutter Vibert, whom he assisted (and probably inordinately tor- 
mented) for three hours a day for ten years to get things to his mind. Francois 
Ambroise Didot, it should be remembered, had reformulated a system of type- 
measurement—one reason why his style of type became so popular with printers. 
His son applied this mathematical sense to type-design, with a resultant rigidity which 
is a mark of early rineteenth century ‘‘ classic ’’ French fonts.

‘‘ In answer to yours of June 20 concerning the business of printing, the brief 
history is this. As to the Universities right of printing (all manner of books 
vendible) before our Charter of K. Ch. I., it is not needfull to trouble you at present, 
but the art of printing was first brought into England by the University (and at 
their charges) and here practised many years before there was any printing in London, 
and we have been in the continuall possession of it ever since, and long before there 
was any restraint put upon printing, which was not at all till Queen Elizabeth’s time, 
about 8° of Car. I. (and by several Charters since) our ancient right is recognized and 
further granted to us, beside which Charter Arch. Bp. Laud did procure from the

Stationers of London (by Indenture under their Seal) a grant from them of one Copy 
(for the Bodlyon Library) of all books thenceforth to be printed in their Company in 
consideration of a Leas to them granted of transcribing Copies (in that Library) of 
manuscripts there for them to print and Sr. the Bodly gave to the Company a piece 
of plac of 601b., but this (tho for some time while Arch. Bp. Laud lived it was in part 
observed) hath since been wholly neglected, and they give us none upon that account. 


‘* There was at the same time an agreement between the University and that 
Company for 3 years in behalf of the Company, the Ks. printers and Mr. Norton 
with a Covenant to renew at the end of that 3 years. Whereby the University 
agreed to forbear the printing of certain Books: and the Company to pay 200£ 
a year for such forbearance: which 200£ was (by agreement amongst themselves) 
to be raised in a certain proporticn, viz. (so much by the Company, so much by 
the Ks. printers, and so much by Mr. Norton), but as to this partition between them- 
selves, the University was not concerned, this 200£ was paid for the first 3 years 
and the agreement renewed, (with the Covenants) for another 3 years and ob- 
served I think for some time: but the Wars coming on, the University did still 
forbear printing, but the Stationers gave us no money, and thus it continued till 
about the year 1653, nor would the Company be prevailed with, either to renew 
their old agreement, or enter into any new one to that purpose: but did Injoy the 
benefit of any forbearance without giveing us any Consideration for it. 


‘‘ The University hereupon gave leave to their printers (Leichfield and Hall) 
to comprint with these divers beneficiall books which presently brought them to seek 
terms of agreement, (that being the only means to bring them to reason), and it was 
then agreed to forbear, they paying the rent of 120£, which fall of rent was agreed to, 
upon their great complaint of poverty and trade: After the return of K. Ch. 2d. Dr. 
Bayly, when he was Vice-Chancellor) brought it up to the old rent of 200£, and so it 
was continued for some while. When the University dissolved their power on Dr. 
Fell (since Bp. of Oxford) and some others they continued the like agreement with 
the Company (in behalf of themselves and those others concerned with them) which 
continued for some time longer, but after a while the Ks. printers of Bibles (pre- 
sumeing that we had not stock enough to Comprint Bibles with them) broke off the 
agreement and would pay them their proportion no longer, bidding us print bibles, 
if we pleased, they would give us nothing to forbear. Meanwhile the Company and 
Mr. Norton (being well aware that we might with a little stock be able to do them a 
prejudice, by printing gramers, almanacks and schoolbooks) were willing to continue 
their agreement as to their proportions, whereupon the Bishop and Dr. Yates (con- 
tinuing to pay us 200£ as before, did agree with the Company and Mr. Norton (for 
so much as their proportion came to), but did bear the Loss (out of their own purse) 
of that which the Ks. printers were to pay: and this for divers years before they 
could put themselves into a Capacity of printing Bibles. After some years Dr. Yates 
brought into the stock (as I have been told) a stock of 4 or 5 thousand pounds, which 
did enable them to get upon the printing of Bibles, thereupon the Bp. and he printed 
a Bible in 4to which the Ks. printers being aware of, did print another Just in the 
same volurne and sold it to Loss, and did Lose by it (as themselves did acknowledge) 
about 500£ designing thereby to break our design in printing by forcing ours to sell so 
cheap as to Lose by it, or els to have the bibles Lay upon their hands unsoid, whilst 
themselves would make themselves whole by getting a higher price upon Bibles in 
other Volums and thus they threatned to do with whatsoever volums we should 
print; presumeing that we were not in a capacity to print in all volums, the Bp. and

Dr. Yates finding themselves thus overreached, found it necessary to take in with 
them some London Booksellers, as well for the better vending of books which did 
already lay upon their hands as for the increase of their stock that they might be in 
a Capacity to print in other volumes also: which did effectually Counterwork that 
design. Hereupon they first took in Moses Pit and one other, but finding this not 
enough to do the work, they further took in Mr. Parker and Mr. Guy, those took of 
all the books which the Bp. and Dr. Yates had lying upon their hands, and did 
effectually set upon printing the bible in several volumes. With so much struggling 
it was (and with at great Charges) before we could get into a capacity of printing 
bibles without great Loss. . . . Their next attempt was by setting a multitude of 
presses to work to print vast numbers and by selling them cheap to break our 
printers so that now the Contest was whether (who) should print most and sell 
cheapest: whereby the price of bibles (for the advantage of the publick) was brought 
down to Less than half of what they were before sold at: and many hundred 
thousands of Bibles printed and sold more than otherwise would have been and our 
own people at home and abroad (in our own plantations) furnished from hence; which 
before were wont to be furnished (in vast numbers) from Holland (where Bibles were 
printed far more than in England, because cheaper) for the Ks. printers did not now 
print and sell fewer Bibles (by reason of our Comprinting), but only they sold them 
cheaper. Their next attempt on us was by a long suit in Chancery, for 2 or 3 years, 
to the charges of a great many hundred pounds (born as before partly by the Uni- 
versity, partly by the Bp., and partly by our printers), wherein (we thought) the 
Ld. Keeper North bore very hardly upon us (and was afterwards convinced that he 
had done so). But did at length admit us to tryall at Comon Law. . . After this 
they vexed us with 2 suits at Comon Law, one in the name of the Ks. printers, the 
other in the name of the Company; to which we were forced at great charges to put in 
Pleas: and have it argued at the Barr divers times; but finding the Courts inclinable 
to do us right, they have (by delatory proceedings) kept it from Judgment and the 
suits, are still depending. They then prevailed with the Bp. of Oxford to separate 


the interests, and whereas before . . . they had let the whole to our printers at 
200£ and left it with them to agree with the Company upon the point of forbearance.”’

About 200 years after Gutenberg’s death, the idea arose that the incunabula 
of the 15th century were a special class of books. Since then these incunables have 
met with an ever-growing interest, and as there are only comparatively few of these 
40,000 different books still in existence, collectors and antiquarians have long directed 
their attention to them, while great libraries tend them as their most precious 
treasures. 

In the early twenties of the nineteenth century Hain wrote the first exhaustive 
bibliography of the incunabula in his Repertorium Bibliographicum. But this work 
was not finished and called forth so many supplementary works, that nowadays one 
has to consult a whole number of special bibliographies. A large number of incuna- 
bula were discovered since then, and the broadsides were described systematically. 
Proctor’s and Haebler’s type-system made it possible to assign numerous incunabula 
which lack place, printer’s name and date to the press from which they were issued 
and to specify the date at which they were published. Therefore the call for a new 
and better Hain arose from all sides at the end of the last century, and on the 28th of 
November, 1904, the Prussian Board of Education constituted the Commission for the 
complete catalogue of incunabula with Conrad Haebler as President. North and 
South German Scholars joined their work, and very soon also non-Germans. 

A precise list of all the incunabula of the public libraries in Germany was com- 
pleted in the years 1906-1911 as the ground work for the complete catalogue. Besides 
that, the Commission made an inventory of the incunabula in Spain and Portugal, 
Belgium, and in England, with the aid of the Bibliographical Society. Similar work 
was accomplished in Switzerland by the Society of Swiss Librarians, in the U.S.A. 
by the Bibliographical Society of America, in the British Empire by the British 
Colonial Office. From Styria, Galacia, Dalmatia, and other parts of the former 
Austrian-Hungarian monarchy, from Italy and France where Pellechet’s Catalogue 
Général had already prepared the ground, from Holland, Scandinavia, Russia and 
Poland rich material was reported. It is, therefore, to he hoped that this standard 
work may approach completeness as much as possible. 

The other aim next to completeness is the description of the books, according to 
modern principles. For the technical side this is achieved by minutely examining 
every book as to its origin, and by determining types, initial-letters and rubrics, wood- 
cuts, printers’ marks and catchwords, foliation, signatures and custodians. On the 
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other hand, the literary and historical question of incunabula is to be dealt with for 
the first time. This is achieved by adding a short biography and dates to the authors’ 
names and by noting the most trifling accessories and all assistance the author partook 
of, such as the names of the editors and correctors of the text, dedicatory letters and 
complimentary verses, preface and colophon. 

Of incunabula existing only in ten copies all possessors are mentioned. The 
result is that there are about 450,000 incunables in existence of which the German 
public libraries possess no less than the third part. This vast material arranged 
by the names of the authors in alphabetical order, will fill ten volumes quarto. The 
two concluding volumes will bring the indexes and display the material in groups, 
The index of printers is to follow the title index and lists the incunabula by printers 
and towns. Then come the index of publishers and the subject index and an 
alphabetical list of the beginnings—the alphabetical list of the beginnings of signature 
serving to identify incomplete copies. 

A further index gives the numbers of the earlier lists of incunabula, especially 
of Hain and Proctor. The last index names the owners. 

The subsequent volumes of the Catalogue will be issued at intervals of about 
twelve months. Buyers of the first volumes are obliged to take the whole work as 
published.

In all these essays the author breaks new ground: No. 1 appeared in ‘‘ The 
Library,’ June, 1924, but has since been greatly expanded and largely rewritten 
in the light of new discoveries. It deals with a group of bindings, most of which 
belonged to Jean Grolier, and brings new evidence to the controversy whether the 
bulk of the great collector’s bindings were of French or Italian workmanship. 

No. 2 discusses two little known groups of sixteenth century bindings, and 
incidentally brings evidence to show that a remarkable binding in the British Museum, 
hitherto considered to be a modern forgery, is a genuine example of Renaissance work. 

No. 3 is the first detailed and scientific study ever made of the bindings of this 
mysterious collector. Mr. Hobson has been remarkably successful in tracing the 
books which composed his library, and the results of his investigations are startling 
and are likely to modify the whole study of sixteenth century binding. 

No. 4 gives an account of an almost forgotten Italian politician who owned some 
beautiful bindings, now very rare, a list of which is given. 

No. 5 proves conclusively that Demetrio Canevari never owned the famous 
bindings decorated with the medallion of Apollo and Pegasus which for over sixty 
years have been associated with his name.

This remarkable collection contains over 4.200 Hebrew MSS., the earliest of 
which are dated 640 and 832; there are volumes of dated fragments for every century 
thereafter, the eleventh and twelfth being the most bulky. There is an autograph 
Response of Maimonides, some chapters of the Hebrew Hcclesiasticus, Gaonica, 
Saadyana, and historical matter of the first importance. 

Most of the items were collected in the course of travels in Egypt, Palestine 
(including Jerusalem and Damascus), Corfu, Morocco, Algeria, Persia, Central Asia, 
‘Turkey, the Balkans, Spain, Portugal, Russia, and North and South America, from 
the year 1888; whilst some of the manuscripts were inherited from the collector's 
father and brother, two of Britain’s Chief Rabbis. 

Among the literary curiosities, connected with Anglo-Jewish history, are a 
document between Richemus de Gobert and John de Aldefelde (Oldfield) about the 
Monastery of St. Mary and the Holy Angels—which was unearthed, along with 
numerous other fragments, in the Geniza, ‘‘ that famous lumber-room cof the ancient 
Synagogue of Old Cairo ’’; Manuscripts written by the Da Costa Athias, who founded 
the Hebrew Collection at the British Museum; Hebrew Odes and Elegies for English 
Monarchs and Princes, etc. 

The facsimiles given in the Catalogue will be of use to other collectors and 
students, fragments of important lost works, such as the Saadya, being given in order 
te assist others in their identification, as the treasures of the Geniza are scattered 
among many great libraries, especially in Cambridge, Oxford, and the British 
Museum. It should be mentioned that some of the MSS., although written in 
Hebrew characters are not in the Hebrew language, but in Greek, Persian, German, 
etc. There are three indices : Subjects, Names, and a Geographical Index.

In his introduction to the work, the Comte A. de Laborde, Secretary of the 
Société Francaise, explains that it was ‘‘ the house of Mages Brothers of London who 
had the good fortune to discover one of the leaves, until then unknown, of the famous 
Book of Hours painted in the fifteenth century by Jean Foucquet for Maitre Etienne 
Chevalier, of which the majority of pages, formerly purchased by the Duc d’Aumale, 
are the admiration of the visitors to the Condé Museum at Chantilly.”’ 

The leaf which has now been recovered represents Saint Michael conquering 
the devil, and is the subject of an extremely interesting essay by the well-known 
miniature expert, Comte Paul Durrieu. In this book he gives an outline of the 
history of fifteenth-century miniature painting in general and of the life and work 
of Foucquet in particular. 

Jean Foucquet was a native of Tours and was ‘‘ painter and illuminator ’’ to 
Louis XI. It seems, however, that his most celebrated work was the ‘‘ Book of 
Heurs,’’ in which the miniatures constitute a series of pure chzfs d’euvres, to which 
we of to-day render the homage of our admiration. We believe that Etienne 
Chevalier’s Livre d’Heures remained in his family until the death of his last descen- 
dant in the male line, Nicolas Chevalier, Baron de Crissé, who died in 1680. The 
erudite Gaiguéres, who died in 1715, recognised it as the original book. But a

day came towards the dawn of the eighteenth century when the volume fell into the 
hands of a vandal. He divided up the book, detached each page which was orna- 
mented with miniatures, and threw away the remainder of the book, which may 
have been destroyed, but whose existence is, at any rate, entirely unknown.’’ In 
order to make these miniatures appear as independent paintings, the vandal carefully 
covered some of the words of the text which appeared on the same page as the 
miniature with ornamental borders cut from other miniatures of a much later period, 
the eighteenth century. 

The author of this book then traces the manner in which the other leaves of 
the Livre d’Heures were slowly recovered from various countries in Europe. The 
book has been published by the Société Francaise for private circulation armongst the 
members.

In speaking of this work, in his Regras Methodicas, Ventura da Silva says it was 
‘* wrongly called ‘ Art of English calligraphy,’ the type of letter used by Araujo being 
in no way like the so-called English letters, as can easily be seen by comparing them 
with those in my ‘ arte ’ or those to be found in England. This is especially notice- 
able in the capital letters of plates 10, 12, and 13. From which one can conclude that 
his letters are not an imitation but an invention. And that one could very well name 
his book Nova Arte d’Escritura Araujentica, from his name of Araujo.’’ Araujo’s 
calligraphy may not be a good specimen of English calligraphy but his penmanship is 
none the less excellent.

He was of very 
humble origin, and for a long time was even unaware of the correct spelling of his 
surname, owing to the fact that it had been recorded in the baptismal register as 
Juan Polan, the name by which he was known for many years in Madrid. 


As a young orphan, he was brought up by the schoolmaster in his native town, 
one Tomas de Olias, who directed his earliest studies. He subsequently became 
famous as one of the most brilliant calligraphers at the court; as a didactic writer on 
the art; a mathematician; architect; and professor of fencing.

This is the only part that was ever published; and contains some fine specimens 
of all forms of contemporary calligraphy. 


The author, like many another distinguished calligrapher, was an Aragonese, 
having been born at Magallon, near Saragossa, in 1613. He studied in his native 
province, and subsequently wended his way to Valladolid as a teacher of writing: from 
there to Toledo, ‘‘ the ante-room to the capital,’’ whence he reached the court. 
Casanova’s style was the cause of a good deal of bitter criticism in his day, but 
Cotarelo points out the absurdity of the allegation that Casanova and Morante were 
enemies, since they had never met! Casanova, however, was responsible for many 
innovations in the writing of legal documents and other formal manuscripts, and 
founded a school of calligraphy of artistic taste, which flourished until the end of the 
eighteenth century. It is of interest to note that he designed the device ‘‘ Labore et 
Constantia,’’ which was adopted by the famous printing firm of Plantin: a hand 
guiding a pair of compasses, the moving arm representing ‘‘ Iabour,’’ and the fixed 
one ‘‘ Constancy.’’

These transcripts are written in an early nineteenth-century hand, and give the 
text of the preliminary pages, which include sonnets to the author by Lope de Vega 
Carpio, Juan Perez de Montalvan, and other literary notabilities. 

Pedro Diaz Morante was a celebrated Spanish calligrapher, who was born at 
Alcazar de San Juan, circa 1565; and settled in Toledo, where, after many years of 
study, he invented a new method of writing : a system which seems perfectly simple 
and natural to us, but not so during the last years of the sixteenth century. The

result was that his pupils not only learnt the art of writing more rapidly by his 
method, but found that the writing itself could be more rapidly executed than by the 
old laborious methods. ‘T'hese results so astonished both himself and his critics, 
that, although he regarded the system as something akin to Divine revelation, his 
enemies looked upon it as evidence of some diabolical agency, and actually reported 
him to the Inquisition! He left Toledo in 1612 and opened a school of calligraphy 
in Madrid, where he wrote his books on the New Art: was nominated examinor of 
tutors in calligraphy; and taught the Infante Ferdinand, son of Philip III, how to 
write. He died in 1636, leaving a son, Pedro Diaz Morante, who was born in Toledo 
in 1590, who continued his father’s calligraphic work. [See Palomares’ work in 
this catalogue with regard to the latter.]

published; but as some of the woodcuts are dated 1550, and appear somewhat worn, 
the date is approximately 1556. Indeed, this may be the edition cited by Brunet 
which ‘‘ nobody has seen.”’ 

In any case, this work is extremely rare; all the known editions being remark- 
able for the fact that only two, or sometimes three, copies are known to be in 
existence. Moreover, the copies are seldom complete, even amongst the few that are 
cited. 

Juan de Iciar was born at Durango in 1522. He was the first Spanish calli- 
grapher to publish treatises on the subject, and although his technique was consider- 
ably improved upon by later masters, as something of a pioneer in his branch of 
study, his work was of outstanding merit; and it was he who made known in Spain 
the work of the Italian masters of his art. He was tutor to the Infante Don Carlos, 
eldest son of Philip II, to whom this work is dedicated; and resided for many years in 
Saragossa, where he was engaged upon writing hymn books, and where his calli- 
graphic treatises and designs were published. He was on friendly terms with the 
Aragonese printers, Pedro Bernuz, Esteban de Najera and Miguei de Suelves, who 
defrayed the cost of publication of nearly all his works. 

In 1573 he was ordained priest, and retired to Logrofio, where, it is believed, 
he eventually died.

The extreme rarity of this book, and the importance of its subject-matter, 
prompted Antonio de Sancha to print a second edition of it in Madrid in 1777. 

The author was a native of Arratia, and was born probably in 1587. He was of 
aristocratic lineage, and spent his early youth in study. Little is definitely known 
of his biography, but it is assumed, from his own remarks, that he must have served 
in the Spanish Army in Italy and Spain. It is almost certain, too, that he was a 
pupil of Iciar in Saragossa. Madariaga’s chief object was to devise a simple means of 
teaching calligraphy which could be written quickly and with more liberal scope for 
an individual style. He was, in the words of Cotarelo, ‘‘ a revolutionary in the art.’’

A fine large paper copy of this handsome publication, with engravings by 
Francisco Assensio. This scholarly work contains fifty-nine plates (from inscrip- 
tions by Padre Andres) of ancient characters, from the fourth century onwards, with 
the key to the modern alphabet. An extremely interesting transcript of Julius 
Cesar’s will is given in the old Roman characters, such as Mabillon had published ; 
but the author points out that ‘‘ Mabillon, being truly learned and sincere, confessed 
to having made a mistake in supposing that the text was contemporary wih Cesar’s 
time. Some French critics considered that the writing was characteristic of. the 
sixth century; and, in order to remove any doubt on the matter, we follow up this 
reproduction with a specimen of Roman cursive letter which is known to have been 
in use during the fourth and fifth centuries.’’ 

Curious hieroglyphics are also reproduced from ancient Spanish coinage, and 
an interesting chapter is devoted to early Gothic and Moorish money; while the 
alphabet and various signs and contractions are deciphered from the Saxon, Gothic, 
Runic, Ulfilan, Roman, Greek and French characters, with passages from old Cas- 
tilian, Catalan and Valencian manuscripts.

The book is valuable to the student of Spanish palaeography, incorporating a

The Aldine Press 1s celebrated for its types, Greek, Roman and Italic, 
which Aldus Manutius had cut; and’, no less, for the books it produced: its 
great series of classic Greek texts, its beautiful woodcut books, and its XVIth 
century octavo editions of the classics. 


[t was primarily as a printer of Greek books with types cast on new prin- 
ciples that the celebrated Aldus Manutius, a native of Basstano near Velletri, 
some twenty miles S.E. of Rome, started jis career after experiments Pe 
through a period of five years, and we can assign to his press no earlier work 
than that which he himself describes as the first fruit of his labours in Greek 
typography, the edition of Lascaris’ Greek Grammar, completed in March, 
1490. ILhree days before the completion of the first. part of this book, on 
25th February, Aldus had petitioned the Signoria for a privilege to protect his 
‘doi noui modi ”’ of printing Greek, and having obtained it concentrated on 
the remarkable series of Greek texts and the grammars and dictionaries neces- 
sary for thew study, which comprises eighteen out of the thirty books issued 
- from his press up to July, 1499. His great series of Greek classics was inaugu- 
vated by issuing in 1495 the first volume of a set of the works of Artstotle. 


Before the fifth, and final, volume of the Aristotle left the press in 1408, 
Aldus was at work on the printing of his second Greek author, Aristophanes, 
and the comedies appeared for the first time in print in July, 1408. The Greek 
character of Aldus was modelled on a current hand, that of his friend Marcus 
Musurus, and in consequence ts full of ligatures and contractions: 


Aldus’ third Roman font, designed by the celebrated Francesco da Bologna 
(Grifft), 2s a thing of real beauty, and bears a strong family likeness to Jenson’ s 
Roman; indeed, it is not improbable that Aldus caused his punches to be cut 
on the model of Jenson’'s, which, as we know, belonged to his father-in-law, 
Andrea de Torresani of Asola. The Roman iype 1s Seen at Us OES? TH the 
celebrated Hypnerotomachia Poliphil (1499), where 2t ts in conjunction with 
fine woodcut initials and most beautiful woodcut illustrations. 


At the turn of the century Aldus made his second great innovation in the 
printing art, this was the introduction of the famous italic type, cut for Aldus 
by Francesco da Bologna. It is a close copy of the handwriting of Petrarch, 
and shows the breaks and also the ligatures of a current hand. A small quantity 
of the italic occurs for the first time zn the Letters of S. Catharine cf Szena, 
Seplember, 1500. The invention of the cursive type created a revolution in the 
size of printed books, for the fineness and closeness of the new type allowed 
Aldus to compress into octavos of a size that could be easily held in the hand 
and readily carried in the pocket, as much matter as the purchaser could buy 
in a large quarto, or even a folio, printed with the sumptuous largeness of 
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Aidine Press—continued. 

Jenson’s or John of Speyers Roman character. In 1501 Aldus printed in his 
ttalic type a Virgil, the first of his famous series of cheap octavo editions of 
the classics and works of the great Italian poets. These pocket italic editions, 


and fresh issues of the masterpieces of Greek literature, occupied the rest of 
the life of Aldus, who died in 1515. 


After Aldus’ death the press was directed for some years by Andrea de 
Torresani, of Asola, Aldus’ father-in-law, and tutor of his sons, the third of 
whom, Paolo Manuzio, born in 1513, took over the directorship of the house as 
late as 1535. He died in 1574, and was succeeded by his son Aldo the younger, 
who was a man of exceptional learning, and did not occupy himself much with 
the printing-press. The death of Aldo the younger, in 1597, extinguished the 
line of the great Aldo and closed the work of the Aldine Press, which had been 
active in Ventce for over a century.

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BASKERVILLE PRESS (John Baskerville). 


John Baskerville was born in January, 1700, at Son Hull, in the parish of 
Wolverley, in Worcestershire. In hts seventeenth year he set out to earn his 
own living. He started at the rectory, King’s Norton, as a footman, but at the 
instigation of the clergyman began instructing the poor boys of the parish on the 
art of writing, at which he was adapt. Later he became writing-master at the 
Grammar School in Birmingham. From the first Baskerville had shown an 
uncommon interest in calligraphy. But by this time he had already become 
enterested in stone-cutting, at which occupation he was eminently successful. 
From stone-cutting he passed to japanned goods, an art introduced into 
Birmingham by John Taylor in 1736. In this direction he effected a complete 
vevolutton. His productions were admirable works of art. By 1749 he had 
amassed a large fortune, but though a middle-aged man, he still looked for 
further fields to conquer. He had always taken a lively interest in William 
Caslon’s work, regarding him as a rival designer. He himself took to design- 
ing fresh letters to be used for purpose of printing. He realised, also, that to 
be successful he must be his own printer. He laid special stress on the character 
of the type, his press, paper and ink, and lastly the actual mode of printing. 
lis first specimen sheets were issued in 1 754, and this first completed book, 
_ Virgil's “ Opera,” in 1757. He invented a new ‘‘ japanned’” paper, a paper 
which in a great measure played the part of vellum, and his process of “‘ hot- 
pressing ’’ separates his books from others of his time. Speaking of Basker- 
ville’s “ Virgil,’ Macaulay says: “It was the first of that series of books 
which went forth to astonish all the brartans of Europe.’ It was a landmark 
an the history of typography. In 1761 his growing reputation received recogni- 
tion, and he became High Bailiff of Birmingham. Previously he had been 
appointed printer to the University of Cambridge for ten years. In 1767, 
disheartened by the reception accorded to his publications, Baskerville allowed 
his press to be used by Robert Martin, one of his workmen, remaining in retire- 
ment for two years. In Martin’s work, however, the signs of the master-hand 
are absent, though he issued many notable works. Baskerville died on January 
8th, 1775. The subtle splendour of hts work grants it a corner by, ttself in the 
world’s book- shelf; his own peculiar genius ts stamped upon almost every one 
of his productions.

This ‘‘ Serie ’’ followed closely the publication of the famous 1788 Manuale, 
and in his ‘‘ Vita del Cavaliere Giambattista Bodoni,’’ J. de Lama alludes to it as 
‘* another. magnificent Manuale of which very few copies were distributed, Bodoni 
jealously hiding the remaining copies.’’ 

It contains 15 alphabets of capitals, in Cancellereschi types, 28 alphab. (capt. 
let.) of Roman and Cursive Types, on 28 leaves. Whereas Lama only speaks of 
15 alphabets of the same, on 24 leaves! 

Then come 9 Greek Alphabets (capital letters), with their corresponding 
‘* Corsivi,’? 12 Russian Alphabets, capital letters with corresponding ‘‘ Corsivi ’’ in 
12 leaves, 32 descriptions of Italian towns, with their French versions, the first in 
Roman, the second in Cursive types. (This vol. contains 33 of the same!) They 
are followed by 20 leaves of Russian types with their corresponding ‘‘ Corsivi,’’ 2 
ledves of Greek types, 1 leaf containing some Rabbinical, Yiddish, (very likely the 
first type specimen in that language), and Etruscan types. Finely 4 leaves of 8 
Italian descriptions in Roman types, with their corresponding French version in 
Cursive types. 

This beautiful copy, in splendid condition, is one printed on ‘‘ white French 
paper.’’ It is interesting to note that on the receipt of specimens, of the Cancellere- 
schi Majuscole types, herewith mentioned, Benjamin Franklin wrote to Bodoni that 
famous complimentary letter of which the Italian typographer was so justly proud. 

According to Updike, this is ‘‘ the finest and most imposing of Bodoni’s Speci- 
mens, and the twenty-eight alphabets of Roman and italic Capitals are the most 
magnificent of their kind ever displayed.”’ 

The cut of the Russian Capital letters is brilliant, and the impression effective 
to the last degree.

In return for this work, Bodoni received a pension and an offer of the direction 
of the Royal Printing House at Milan.

At Michaelmas, 1476, Willtam Caxton, having lately returned from Bruges, 
where he had learnt and practised the craft of printing, hired a shop in the 
Sanctuary at Westminster and there set up the first English printing press. In 
the autumn of the following year there issued! from his press ‘‘ The Dictes or 
Sayengis of the Philosophres.’’ From 1477 to his death tn 1491 his press was 
never tdle, though his own personal energies must have been mainly occupied 
with the numerous books which he edited or translated for it to print. Almost 
all the books which Caxton issued were of a popular character, not intended for 
scholars but for well-to-do and fairly educated readers. Poems of Chaucer, 
Gower and Lydgate, several romances, chronicles, the Golden Legend, moral 
treatises, books of devotion, a few Horae and a Psalter were the chief issues 
from the first English press. Altogether seven different sets of type were used 
by Caxton at Westminster. They fall into two classes: batarde types of the 
iach school; and lettres de forme more on the model of pointed Gothic 
types of the Mainz school. 


A piece of printing produced on the first press set up within England 
stimulates the imagination of English-speaking people as no other printing, 
however fine, can do. The productions of England’s first printer, for long 
collected and treasured in private libraries, have during the last century been 
fast retiring into public museums, and to-day the appearance of a combplete 
Caxton zz the book-market is a most rare occurrence.

James Westfall Thompson makes the following interesting reference to this 
book in his ‘* Frankfort Book Fair ’’ :—‘t Henri Estienne, in a booklet of 1574, 
thanked the city [Frankfort] for the kindly welcome which he found there. This 
brochure, written in Latin prose, exculpates him from the reproach of ingratitude 
towards learned Germany, of which he has been accused. Far from condemning 
that country which was so hospitable to him, he recalls here in most eulogistic 
terms the immense service which Frankfort had done for letters and the discovery 
of printing. . . The little work was dedicated to the consuls and members of the 
Senate of Frankfort. . . This little brochure—the original is a small octavo 
bearing the title ‘ Francofordiense Kmporium sive Francofordienses Nundinae, anno 
1574, excudebat Henricus Stephanus ’—is dear to book-lovers and excessively rare. 
There is no copy in the Library of Congress. A portion of it was used by Nicolas

cities of Germany, which was published at Frankfort in 1602. In 1875 M. Isidore 
Liseux, four years after the Franco-Prussian war ended. reprinted it, with a very 
free French translation en regard. Liseux’s idea was apparently a conciliatory one. 
For although the advocates of peace have yet to discover it, in point of fact, Estienne’s 
little book is more than the appreciation of the literary activity of the sixteenth 
century by a remarkably cultured man.’’ This is the subject of the large monograph 
issued in 1911 by the Chicago Caxton Club.

Guillaume de Mandagot belonged to a noble family of Lodéve. He compiled 
the sixth book of decrees at the command of Pope Boniface VIII. He held the posts 
of Archdeacon of Nimes and Provost of Toulouse, Archbishop of Embrun, and d’Aix., 
and lastly was cardinal archbishop of Palestine. He died at Avignon in the year

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FUST AND SCHOEFFER PRESS. 
Mainz, ?1457-1400. 


In 1455 Johann Fust, a goldsmith of Mainz, won the action he had brought 
against Gutenberg for the recovery of the balance of two loans, obtained by 
Gutenberg, wt ts believed, to enable him to produce his Bible. Two years later 
Fust ts found printing in partnership with his son-in-law, Peter Schoeffer, and 
wt seems most likely that they were in possession of Gutenberg’ Sogness: Lever 
Schoeffer, a clerk in minor orders of the diocese of Mainz, was a skilled printer, 
presumably having served with. Gutenberg, and on that account was taken into 
partnership by ust and given his daughter in marriage. The productions of 
Fust and Schoeffer are perhaps the most splendid of the fifteenth century. 
The first production to which the partners put their names was the magnificent 
Psalter of 1457, which is printed in a great church type and has large decorative 
enttials printed in two colours. Having issued another edition of the Psalter 
7n 1450, the church type was laid aside, and the partners produced the first 
book printed in type of normal size, the Rationale divinorum offictorum of 
Duranti. In 1460 the press achieved a notable piece of work, being the Con- 
stitutiones of Clement V with a commentary, the commentary in a smaller type 
completely surrounding the text of two columns in a larger one. The last pro- 
duction before the sacking of Mainz put a temporary check on the activity of 
the press was Fust and Schoeffer’s fine Bible, the first dated Bible, which 
appeared in August, 1462. In 1405 the press again became active, issuing first 
editions of Cicero De Offictis and the Decretals of Boniface VEE. The 
Cicero was reprinted tn 1400, and the same year the partnership was terminated 
by the death of Fust, who was seized by the plague in Paris.

This is the first Bible in which the printer has given the date and place of 
impression and his name; and it has always been regarded as an object of interest 
and value. It is much rarer than the Gutenberg Bible. The explanation of this is 
that Fust and Schoeffer’s house was burned during the sacking of Mainz, three 
months after the Bible was completed, and many copies were destroyed. 


According to a familiar story, many copies of this edition of the Bible were 
sold in Paris as manuscripts for 60 crowns apiece, and, from their number and extra- 
ordinary resemblance between them, they were supposed to have been executed by 
magic. Some colour is given to this story by the variations in the colophon, one 
form omitting all allusions to the art of printing, and another explicitly referring to 
the mechanical process. Moreover, it seems not improbable that Fust may have 
taken advantage of the ignorance of some people of the discovery of printing, for 
the small and elegant Gothic type with which this Bible is printed resembles very 
much the character used in writing. 


The leaf offered for sale has very wide margins and is in excellent condition. 
The few single leaves which are offered for sale from time to time are generally taken 
from bindings and have consequently more or less suffered.

‘* Of a third French tutor in England an even more interesting story may be 
told. A French poet of modest attainments, with an equal capacity for art and 
poetry, Nicolas Denisot (1515-19) was French tutor of the three daughters of Pro- 
tector Somerset, the Protestant Statesman. Under Denisot’s guidance the young 
English ladies wrote Latin elegies on the queen of contemporary French literature, 
Margaret of Navarre. The labour of love was welcomed with enthusiasm in Paris. 
The Latin verses—one hundred quatrains—were published in Paris in 1550 under 
Denisot’s editorship. The poetic essay moved the sympathy of Denisot’s poetic 
friends—plusieurs des excellentz poétes de la France. A volume of translation from 
French pens in Greek and Italian as well as in French pens were issued by Denisot 
next year. Denisot’s triumph in bringing his English pupils under the banner of 
French humanism deeply impressed Frenchmen. Ronsard was then approaching the 
throne of French poetry, and in one of the great poet’s earliest odes he salutes the 
ladies Seymour with charming buoyancy. If Orpheus had heard

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GUTENBERG PRINTING, 
(Johann Gutenberg, Mainz, ?1448-?1462). 


Johann Gutenberg, a native of Mainz, has no serious rival to the honour of 
being the inventor of movable types in Europe. Hts history as a printer 2s 
largely a matter of conjecture, but the following account is the one generally 
accepted, 

In 1434 Gutenberg was a mechanic in Strasbourg, and as early as 1437 ts 
believed to have made some invention connected with printing. By 1448 he 
was in Mainz, and there set up a press, but, for a few years, lack of experience 
and financial backing limited his output to a few small pieces, of which part of 
an Almanac and fragments of a Donatus Latin Grammar are all that survive. 
Having gained confidence in printing, Gutenberg turned his thoughts to some 
large-scale piece of printing, and it seemed. to him that no production could 
be more profitable than a finely printed Bible, for which a large sale in the 
Archidtocese of Matnz might be relied upon. Being without capital enough for 
so big an undertaking, Gutenberg needed some wealthy person to finance him. 
A goldsmith of Matnz, Johann Fust, was sufficiently impressed by the possi- 
biltttes of the printing-press to advance him the amount of 800 guilders in 1450, 
and another like amount in 1452. These loans enabled Gutenberg to carry 
through the printing of his Bible, which issued from the press about 1455. With. 
the Bible completed, Gutenberg found himself deeply in debt and unable to 
make repayment to Fust for his loans—probably the Bibles did not sell as 
rapidly as Gutenberg had anticipated. Fust, in 1455, brought an action against 
Gutenberg for the recovery of the two loans, and, winning the case, took over 
Gutenberg’s press and the stock of Bibles, and, assisted by his son-in-law, Peter 
Schoeffer, began printing on his own account. Gutenberg, after an apparent 
lapse of some years, succeeded in finding another citizen of Mainz to back him, 
and thereupon set up a second press. At this press he printed the Catholicon 
(a kind of dictionary) in 1460, the Tractatus rationis et conscientiae of 
Matthaeus de Cracovia, and the Summa de articulis fidei of Aquinas, both 


without date. Gutenberg’s activities as a printer probably ended with the 
sacking of Mainz, in 1402.

This Bible, of which we offer a leaf for sale, is the earliest printed Bible, and 
almost, if not, the earliest piece of European type-printing; it is generally, though 
not conclusively, ascribed to Gutenberg. Many English bibliographers regard it as 
more probably the work of Gutenberg’s former partner, Johann Fust, and Fust’s 
son-in-law, Peter Schoeffer. 


The Bible is known variously as the Gutenberg Bible, from its supposed printer; 
the 42-lne Bible, to distinguish it from the later 36-line Bible, also ascribed to 
Gutenberg; and, the Mazarin Bible, from the first recognised copy having been 
discovered in the library of Cardinal Mazarin. 


There are no means of definitely fixing a date for the printing of this Bible, 
the copy in the Bibliotheque Nationale of Paris, has, however, a manuscript note in 
which Henricus Cremer, Vicar of St. Stephen’s at Mainz, states that he finished 
rubricating and binding it on 24th August, 1456. Copies must naturally have been 
on sale for some time before this date. The still earlier date of 1453 is written on 
leaf 324b of a copy in the Buchgewerbe museum at Leipzig, it is however doubtful 


whether this refers to the date of printing.

English bibliographers are for the most part agreed that of all the books which 
have been attributed to Gutenberg the Catholicon, and three other books printed 
entirely in the ‘‘ Catholicon ’’ type are the ones most likely to have been printed by 
him. Dr. Zedler, also, in his monograph on the Catholicon (Das Mainzer Catholicon, 
1905), strongly urges Gutenberg’s claim to them. The colophon of the book, while 
it gives no name of any person, is one which the inventor of the art might well have. 
written. 

Dr. Zedler supposes that the edition may have consisted of eighty copies, seven-. 
teen of them on vellum, and sixty-three on paper. 


The ‘‘ Catholicon Press ’’ was at work for a very short period; the stock of 
unsold copies was bought up by Fust and Schoeffer perhaps around 1461-2; in any 
case before 1469.

The ‘‘ Tractatus rationis ’’ is printed in the same type as the Catholicon (but 
leaded or cast on a larger body), and was probably issued about the same time. Dr. 
Zedler has shown that the printing of this treatise took place while the Catholicon 
was in the press. The title of the Tractatus rationis et conscientiae forms the sixth 
of the entries in the Advertisement set forth by Peter Schoeffer about 1469, which 
also includes the Catholicon. As the workmanship is very inferior to that of the 
books of Fust and Schoeffer, it is practically certain that they were not printed by 
that firm, but that the stock had been bought up. The fount of type passed into 
the hands of the brothers Bechtermiintze of Eltvil, one of whom continued printing 
with it for some years. But the books in Schoeffer’s advertisement were stated to 
have been printed at Mainz. This book must therefore have been printed before the 
transfer of the type, and Gutenberg is the only known person to whom it can be 
assigned. He may have sold it to Schoeffer when he parted with his type, or Schoeffer 
may have bought the stock after Gutenberg’s death. 


Of this book Mr. Gordon Duff, following August Bernard, writes (Harly Printed 
Books, p. 35) :—‘‘ In the copy of the Tractatus racionis belonging to the Bibliothéque 
Nationale, the following manuscript note occurs: Hos duos sexternos accomidavit 
mihi henrycus Keppfer de moguncia, numquam revenit ut reacciperetur, &c.’’ This 
Keppfer was one of Gutenberg’s workmen, and his name occurs in the notarial instru- 
ment of 1455, so that this inscription forms a link between the book and Gutenberg.”’ 

This precious, complete specimen of Gutenberg printing is really wonderfully 
well-preserved; the only faults to be noted are: the blank tail margin of the first 
leat partly restored; the text of the last leaf a little damaged by two small rust 
holes and the removing of a library stamp from the verso (blank).

JENSON PRESS. 
Nicolas Jenson: Venice, 1470-1480. 


Nicolas Jenson was a Frenchman, born at Sommevoire, near Bar-sur-Aube. 
His earliest book was issued at Venice in 1470, and the beauty of his types soon 
made him the foremost printer in Venice, and has procured for him several 
imitators in recent times. The characteristics of Jenson’s fine Roman font were 
its readability, its mellowness of form, and the evenness of colour,in mass, no 
other Italian printer produced quite so fine a font, or had better taste in the 
composition of a page and its imposition upon paper. Like most of the early 
printers in Italy, he began by printing chiefly editions of the Latin classics, 
though mixing them with a few vernacular books of devotion. When it became 
clear that the multiplication of classical texts was leading to bankruptcy he 
employed his press on some fine editions of the Decretals of Justinian. Up to 
1480 he produced about one hundred books, and he then worked for a short 
time in partnership with Johannes de Colonia. Jenson died in September 1480, 
nevertheless his name appears in conjunction with John of Cologne and Co. as 
ee of an edition of the Decretals of Gregory IX completed in September 
1481.

The extreme rarity of this publisher’s advertisement needs little explanation. 
It would, indeed, be strange if more than a very few copies of the announcement of 
Schedel’s Nuremberg Chronicle, issued well over four hundred years ago, should 
have survived till to-day; for, in the natural course of things, they would be read 
and immediately destroyed; few, indeed, would trouble to preserve such ephemeral 
matter as a printed sheet containing the announcement of a new _ publication. 
Burger, in his ‘‘ Buchhindleranzeigen,’’ was only able to record the existence of a 
single copy, and that, the one preserved in Dr. Schedel’s own library until his 
death, when it passed, with the majority of his books, into the Ducal, now State, 
library at Munich, where it still is. |

The 
appearance of three numbered blank leaves in the middle of the volume can be 
explained as follows: In order to expedite the printing of the Ntiremberg Chronicle 
the copy was chopped up and shared out among several compositors, who were 
given so many pages to set up. These sections, as set up, were. printed off simul- 
taneously on different presses. In sharing out the copy there was naturally the 
difficulty of calculating the amount of manuscript which would fill a given number 
of pages of print, and one compositor (who had not looked ahead and eked out his 
copy accordingly) found himself with his copy exhausted and three leaves of his 
section still unfilled. There was no alternative but to leave these leaves blank, and 
although superfluous they had to be numbered and retained, as otherwise there 
would have been a break in the sequence of the numbers and it would have appeared 
as though something were missing.

The credit for this production is due to Florian Waldauf, who also promoted 
and edited a German edition of the Revelations of St. Brigitta, which issued from 
Koberger’s press in 1502. As the prologue informs us, Waldauf obtained the patronage 
of Emperor Maximilian for his undertaking, and at the beginning of the book he 
had printed full-page cuts of his own and the Imperial arms. 


The illustrations consist of two heraldic cuts, five other full-page cuts pulled

from a single block, ten full-page illustrations composed of several small cuts in 
different combinations, and one, the last, of smaller size. The total number of blocks 
used is 29, The eleventh cut, the Crucifixion, is not’ by the same hand as the 
series relating to St. Brigitta. 


The cuts are copies in the Nuremberg style of those in the original edition 
Ghotan, Lubeck, 1492. They are reminiscent of Diirer, and have been assigned to 
him, but there seems to be no good reason for the attribution. Mr. Dodgson gives 
the result of his examination of the cuts as follows: ‘‘ Considering these two cute 
[the heraldic cuts] on their merits alone, and making all allowances for bad cutting, 
I can see no characteristic mark of Diirer’s style about them, though they are not 
without a certain distinction and decorative effect, and may be his.’’ 


The Crucifixion is quite in fifteenth-century style. but not by Wolgemut. The 
remaining cuts are by a younger Nuremberg artist, influenced by Schongauer, and 
possibly by Diirer himself, through the Apocalypse ; .. e's buat] mone} ;

There are traces, too, of the influence of the Strassburg 
school of illustration, as seen especially in Griininger’s books. The custom of build- 
ing a full-page illustration out of a number of separate cuts is peculiarly characteristic 
of that school, which is indebted in more essential points to Schongauer.’’

STRASSBURG’S FIRST PRINTER, /ohann Mentel, or Mentelin, a native of 
Schlettstadt, was settled at Strassburg in 1447, as a notary and writer in gold 
(scrzba aurartus), and in that year purchased his citizenship. He is mentioned 
by Johannes de Lignamine in his Chronicle under the year 1458, along with 
Gutenberg and Fust, as printing 300 sheets a day, and the Freiburg copy of 
his first Great Bible is dated by the rubricator 1460 at the end of the Psalms, 
and 1461 after the Apocalypse. Quite early in his career Mentelin seems 
to have had the help of his son-in-law, Adolf Rusch (the ‘‘ R-Printer’’), who 
also printed books on his own account, though without putting his name in a 
single one of them. While Mentelin himself until 1473 also remained anonymous 
he printed several advertisements to push his books, and his career can be 
followed quite as closely as those of many less reticent printers. Bibles, Latin 
and German, works of the Fathers, a few classics, some medical theology, and 
finally the great Speculum of Vincent de Beauvais were his chief productions, 
the bulk of most of them being considerable, so that he was a busier man than 
his small numerical total, of some thirty-five books, betokens. He died in 


December, 1478, and his son-in-law, Adolf Rusch, does not seem to have carried 
on the business very long.

In this copy, 
as is usual, the blank outer half of leaf 70 has been cut away; probably this was 
done before the book left the printing office. 


Leaf 70 is not, as is sometimes stated, an extra leaf, inserted on account of 
an omission by the compositor; for, as examination shows, leaf 65 is part of the 
same sheet.

This voluminous work by an unknown author is about the earliest printed 
encyclopedia; it covers the whole range of knowledge of the period. The 177 
authorities from whom it is compiled are enumerated in a table at the beginning. 
The work is arranged alphabetically by subjects. Several sections are of medical 
interest, e.g., De corpore humano, De medicina, De corpore, De morte, De san- 
guine, and among the authors quoted we find: Avicenna, Albumasar and Averroes. 

At the top of the first page is an inscription in a fifteenth-century hand: 
‘* Hune librum legavit dns Wickgardus de Bredo, plebanus in Bredo, ut pro salute 
oretis fratres conventus.”’

The Venetian Press of Erhard Ratdolt was supreme among the fifteenth 
century Italian presses for the production of the small book beautiful: red 
enking was freely used to relieve the black type; effective and handsome wood- 
cut borders were used to beautify the first pages, and the texts, skilfully set 
and printed in well-cut types (mostly Gothic), were enlivened by ‘fine woodcut 
enittals and a quantity of woodcut illustrations, some even printed| in red and 


black. 


Erhard Ratdolt, the son of an Augsburg carpenter, is believed to have 
learnt printing at N urember g from the astronomer-printer, Johannes Regitomon- 
tanus (Johann Miller, of Konigsberg), until the latter was summoned to Rome 
tn 1475. All that we know is that it was with two editions, one Latin, one 
Italian, of Miuller’s calendar that Ratdolt started printing at Venice in 1476, 
2n conjunction with two partners, Bernhard Maler, painter of Augsburg, and 
Peter Léslein, of Langenzenn. A good) case has been made out for supposing 
that Bernhard, being a painter by profession, himself designed the border, 
the capitals, and guite posstbly also the type of those notable publications of 
1476-1478. Before the end of 1478 first Losletn and then Maler left the firm 
the latter apparently taking with him the border blocks, while leaving Ratdolt 
en possession of the equally fine initial letters. From ‘November, 1478, when 
he published the first book on his own account, to April or May, 1484, when he 
issued a magnificent type-sheet, Ratdolt printed some thirty books, and then 
véturned to Augsburg to print service books. While at Venice his work was 
predominantly mathematical and astronomical, but he also issued some breviaries 
and historical books. In design and execution his books are uniformly good.

On his return from Venice in 1480 at the invitation of the bishop of 
Augsburg, Erhard Ratdolt issued a magnificent type-sheet to display his 
various founts, and during the next twenty years was the chief liturgical printer 
wn Germany, printing a series of fine service books of all sorts, in a few of 
which he used! printing in various colours for the illustrations. Besides this 
liturgical work he continued printing the astronomical and mathematical books 
in which he was personally, interested. He continued at work until about 1507. 
Ratdolt’s magnificent woodcut device (54 by 4 inches), which was printed in 
red and black on a page by itself, 1s unmatched by another device cut in the 
fifteenth century ; at consists of a crest and! shield, containing a figure of 
Mercury (“‘ felicta signa’’) holding out two serpents in his right hand and in 
his left a star before him. The device first appeared in 1490, at the end of 
Alliaco Concordantia Astronomiae cum theologia (catalogued below! as No. 
2033 of this catalogue).

First Epirion of the important chronicle of Regino, abbot of Priim (dioc. of 
Treves), died 915.

SWEYNHEYM AND PANNARTZ PRESS. 
Rome, 1467-1470. 

The first Roman press is celebrated for tts sumptuous editions of the 
classics and the Fathers printed in bold broad) Roman type of rather irregular 
appearance. Skilled illuminators were employed by the printers to finish off 
their productions by painting broad borders and fine initials, of the kind to be 
found in contemporary Italian manuscripts. Those copies in absolutely un- 
touched condition are, in all probability, ones which remained unsold until 
printed books had ceased to require the finishing hand of the tlluminator. 


Shorily after June, 1467, Sweynheym and Pannartz transferred their 
presses from Subiaco to Rome, where they were set up in the palace of the 
De’ Massimi family. By the end of 1473 they had printed 56 editions, mostly 
of 275 or, in a few cases, 300 copies each, and, competitors being busily at 
work in several other cities of Italy, the market became overstocked. A pett- 
tion to the Pope for pecuniary aid (printed, with a list of their publications, in 
their edition of Nicolaus de Lyra) in 1472 apparently met wth no response, 
though the printers pleaded pitifully that their house was full of unsold quin- 
ternions, but bare of necessaries, and that ‘‘ cessantibus emptoribus,’? their 
heavy expenses could not be borne. Disheartened by ill success Sweynheym 
retired from the partnership and became an engraver. Pannartz started again 
by himself, issuing his first book in December, 1474. Weds said to have died 
ETAT OO7 ‘early in TAT 7:

The 
Champfleury owed its origin to ‘‘ a letter of ancient form which I had not long since 
made for Maitre Jehan Grolier.’’ etc. The composition of that work is given to us 
by the author himself, in the form of a table of contents at the beginning. 


This whole work is divided into three books. 


In the first book is contained the exhortation to establish and ordain the French 
tongue by fixed rule for speaking elegantly, in good and sound French diction. 


In the second is treated the invention of the Attic letters, and the proportionate 
coincidence thereof with the natural body and face of the perfect man. With several 
happy inventions and reflections upon the said Attic letters. 


In the third and last book of all the said letters, in their alphabetical order, are 
drawn and proportioned in height and width according to their proper formation and 
correct pronunciation, both Latin and French, as well in the ancient as in the 
modern manner. 


In two sheets at the end are added thirteen different fashions of letters, to wit, 
Hebrew, Greek, Latin, French, and these latter in four fashions, which are :— 
‘¢ cadeaulx,’’ ‘‘ forme,’’ ‘‘ bastarde,’’ and ‘‘ tourneure.’’ Then follow the Persian, 
Arabic, African, Turkish, and Tartar letters, which have, all five, one and the same 
type of alphabet. After these are the Chaldaic, the ‘‘ goffes,’’ which are otherwise 
called ‘‘ Imperial and Bullatic,’’ the Fantastic letters, the Utopian letters, or as one 
may say, Voluntary, and lastly, the floriated letters. With instructions for making 
ciphers of letters for golden rings, for tapestries, stained-glass windows, paintings, 
and other things, as need may arise. 

The third book is the important part of Tory’s work. Laying theory aside, he 


there gives us the exact design of the letters of the alphabet and the method of

executing them. He does not overlook, moreover, this essential fact—that the 
designer of letters and the printer ought before all else to be grammarians in the 
ancient meaning of the word; and at the same time that he gives us the shape of a 
letter, he instructs us as to its value and pronunciation. It is at this point that 
Tory’s book becomes especially interesting to us: he passes in review the pronuncia- 
tion in vogue in each of the French provinces, or nations, as they were called then. 
One after another they appear before us, with their special idioms, which have 
become mere myths to-day—Flemings, Burgundians, Lyonnais, Forésiens, Manseaux, 
Berrichons, Normans, Bretons, Lorrainers, Gascons, Picards, and even Italians, 
Germans, English, Scotch, ete. His observations do not stop at the somewhat mixed 
idioms of the men, but extend to the more individual language of the women. 


In the first half of the sixteenth century the Roman letter again asserted itself, 
and Gothic characters were no longer the exclusive use of French printing-houses. 
This was due largely to the influence of that singular genius, Geoffroy Tory of 
Bourges, ‘‘ who was at the forefront of all progress made in books, in the second 
quarter of the sixteenth century.’’ He was at once poet, translator and critic, artist 
and workman, dreamer and reformer. He had been a traveller in Italy and was 
deeply moved by the Renaissance spirit. He wrote, printed and published books; 
he designed type in which to print them, and ornaments with which to adorn them. 
He reformed French orthography. He was a prime mover in introducing Roman 
types and made innovations in the arrangement of title-pages. In short, he was a 
kind of divine jack-of-all-trades. His famous Champfleury, begun in 1528, was 
published in 1529. It is one of the most important books in the history of letter 
design; and Tory was rewarded in 1580 for its production with the title of imprimeur 
du roi. Almost every one of his publications was charming, and his decorations for 
them, and for the books of other printers, the last word in distinction. Tory is 
important to us because of his part in fostering the fashion for Roman letters, thereby 
displacing Gothic types, and because he introduced in French printing the accent, 
apostrophe, and cedilla. Epitaphs are notoriously untrustworthy, but even making 
due allowance for that, we may well stand abashed at a person who was recorded 
as an ‘‘ accomplished Scholar in both Latin and Greek, most devoted Lover of 
Letters, very expert Printer and learned Author, inasmuch as he wrote elegant 
Distichs on the parts of the House, composed some humorous Epitaphs in Latin in 
very ancient Style, translated Treatises of Xenophon, Lucian, and Plutarch from 
Greek into French, taught Philosophy at Paris in the College of Burgundy, was the 
first Man to discuss seriously the Art of Printing, described the Forms of the 
Letters, or Characters, of the Alphabet, taught Garamond Chief of Engravers, and 
always performed the Duties of a good Man.’’ Tory was born about 1480, and died 
in 1533.

‘‘ The eminent bookseller and publisher of Paris, Geoffroy Tory, to whose artistic 
skill the Etienne press owed many of its aesthetic improvements, held his own in an 
almost wider region of culture. Born at Bourges about 1480, and educated in Italy, 
he was professor of philosophy at Bordeaux and other flourishing universities before 
he turned to the business of bookselling, printing, and publishing in Paris, where 
Francis I. rewarded his efficiency by conferring on him the title of royal printer. 
At Paris he not only showed a fine taste in the choice of books for publication and 
in the superintendence of the typography, but he cut woodblocks with his own 
hand and devised illuminated miniatures. As an engraver and miniaturist he won 
a universal repute. Nor do such achievements exhaust Tory’s characteristic record. 
Tory wrote in French, and illustrated with engravings by himself an encyclopaedic 
volume fancifully entitled Champ-Fleury, in which, besides expounding the principles 
and practice of typography, grammar, and punctuation, he adjured his fellow country- 
men to eschew foreign fashions and to develop national taste and habit on independent 
lines.’’

WENDELIN OF SPEIER PRESS. 
Venice, 1470-1473. 


The first press established in Venice was set up by Johann of Spezer in 
1469. Lhe year of tts inauguration two editions of Cicero's Letters and a 
Pliny were issued. The following year, while engaged on the printing of St. 
Augustine's City of God, Johann of Speier suddenly died, and his brother 
Wendelin, also a skilled printer, took charge of the press, his first work being 
Lo complete the Augustine. For three years Wendelin continued to work at 
full pressure along the lines laid down by Johann, one- half of his output being 
classical, and the other half including law and theology, with one or two books 
in the vernacular. The press was producing in excess of the demand; and by 
the autumn of 1473 Wendelin had got himself so financially embarrassed that 
he was obliged to dispose of his presses and printing material. These were 
taken over by two of his compatriots, Johann of Cologne, and Johann Mathen, 
and Wendelin may have been retained by them as their foreman.

This remarkable book consists of poems arranged to occupy certain pages that 
also contain a woodcut figure or figures, but without interruption of the text which 
occupies the spaces between, the lines forming the figure as well as outside it. As 
these inner portions are in red ink, one can see that they can be isolated from their 
context and yet be read in a new sense. Thus, there is a figure of the Emperor 
Louis on Bb1 vo., one of Christ on al vo., others in the forms, of Cherubs, crosses 
of various shapes, letters, Evangelistic symbols, a kneeling monk (Rabanus) kc. 
There are 28 of these pages, two others (a4, k1) being blank but for the headline, 
(these probably the illegible portions of the original MS.). It is to be noted that 
though these pages appear all to be set up with type, they are really, in the more 
complicated instances, entirely cut (with their figures) on the block in imitation of 
type. (This might be considered as a late instance of a German block-book : the 
same printer reproduced the early Ars Memorandi). .The more simple ones are set 
in type, certain portions being enclosed by metal rules. Certain pages (e.g., b2 vo.) 
have had only those letters that immediately surround the figures cut with them, 
the rest of the page to save further useless labour being filled in with type, only 
distinguishable by a close examination. That on c4 vo. has the red figure with 
xylographic lettering printed in the midst of type. The red seems to have been 
printed first. Each of these pages of text is followed by a transcript in ordinary type 
for the sake of clearness and a Declaratio explaining the whole ingenious arrange- 
ment. Part II. consists of remarks on each figure. 


The other two cuts (160 x 126 mm.) are on Aad vo. and 6,vo., representing 
Pope Gregory IV. with Rabanus kneeling before him. In the first cut another monk 
presents Rabanus, he is probably Alcuin though he died before this Pope succeeded. 
In each case the Pope holds a book in ‘“‘ bag ’’ binding. 

All the initials are in red. Greek letters (e.g., h 4) are apparently makeshifts. 


Rabanus (776-856) was abbot of Fulda and afterwards bishop of Mainz.

Copies of this original edition of Cicero with the Coornhert dedication are very 
rare. Coornhert, with his partner Jan van Zuren (also the printer of this volume), 
established a printing-offiice in Haarlem, where there had been no printing press at 
work since 1486, this book was their first venture. 

It is in the dedicatory epistle from the translator, Coornhert, to the Mayor 
and aldermen of Haarlem, that the first printed account of Koster, his invention 
and its subsequent theft by a servant, was published; and it is on this uncorroborated 
account, that the whole ‘‘ Koster-legend ’’ has gradually been built up. It is in this 
extremely scarce book, that Guicciardini in his description of the Netherlands (1567) 
and Hadrianus Junius in his Batavia (1588) found the account which they incorporated 
in their books in connection with the City of Haarlem, and ultimately from this 
single source the Koster partisans from Meerman to Hessels had to produce all their 
arguments for their cause.

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Curiosities of Printing: Hebrew Characters: Schwarz (Peter)—continued. 

This book forms a landmark in the history of Hebrew printing as containing 
the first Hebrew characters printed in Germany; it is, moreover, the first non- 
Hebrew book in which printed Hebrew characters appear. The only earlier specimen 
of Hebrew printing is an edition of Rashi’s Commentary on the Pentateuch, in 
Hebrew, printed in Italy (Reggio di Calabria) by Abraham -ben Garton, completed 
February 5, 1475. | 

Peter Schwarz was a German Dominican preacher and anti-Jewish writer of 
the fifteenth century. arly in hfe he turned his attention to the Hebrew language 
and literature. While studying at the University of Salamanca, Spain, he secretly 
associated with the Jewish children of the city and listened to the lectures of the 
rabbis in order to perfect himself in Hebrew. His studies completed, he entered the 
Order of St. Dominic and set himself the task of spreading Christianity among the 
Jews. To this end he obtained an imperial edict compelling them to attend his 
sermons. In 1474 he preached in Hebrew, Latin, and German at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, Ratisbon, and Worms, challenging the rabbis of each place to a disputation. 
The present work, ‘‘ Tractatus contra perfidos Judaeos,’’ is the account of the dis- 
putation held at Ratisbon between the author and some Jews. It is a very bitter 
attack on the Jews and the Talmud. 

The work is furnished with appendices containing the Hebrew alphabet, rules 
for reading Hebrew, some grammatical rules, the Decalogue in Hebrew (trans- 
literated), etc. It is probably the earliest printed anti-Jewish work, and the first 
attempt at Hebrew grammar in Germany by a Christian scholar. 

The Hebrew characters consist of the Hebrew alphabet and three Hebrew words 
on folio 10. The Hebrew characters are not printed from movable type, but from 
a wood block. In no instance during the XVth century was movable Hebrew type 
employed in non-Hebrew works even when it might easily have been obtained from 
Jewish printers.

The ‘‘ Stern des Meschiah ’’ is the earliest printed anti-Jewish book in the 
German language. ‘The work is a very enlarged translation of the Tractatus contra 
perfidos Judaeos, Esslingen, 1475 (see previous item), which had originated out of 
the sermons and disputes on the Messiah held in the open air at Ratisbon, Easter, 
1474, for the conversion of the Jews. The author has appended a short primer of 
Hebrew, giving the Hebrew alphabet, instruction in the Hebrew consonants and 
vowels, and on the manner and pronunciation of Hebrew. This grammar contains 
numerous passages, besides the alphabet, in Hebrew character, which are interesting 
as early specimens of Hebrew printing. The Hebrew characters are not printed by 
means of movable type but from a wood block.

‘* Jacques Peletier had more natural capacity for poetry than either Scéve or 
Heroet, and had he not been so many other things besides a poet—a physician, 
mathematician, a spelling-reformer—regarding, as he tells us, poetry merely as a 
relaxation from more serious pursuits, he might perhaps have anticipated Ronsard 
and Du Bellay. Born at Le Mans in 1517, he was sent, at the age of five, to the

The Game of Tarots is a combination of the old Italian children’s game of 
Naibi with the ordinary game of cards. According to Cicognara the invention of 
this game is not earlier than the beginning of the 15th century. It was a game of 78 
cards divided into series of trumps and numeral cards. The six herewith mentioned 
belonged to the first series. There are two especially different kinds of Tarots, the 
Italian and the French, the Italian being, of course, much older than the latter. 
The different towns which produced these games in both countries, had also their 
little variances. 

Marseilles was one of the first towns in France to produce Tarots, and like 
in this particular case you often notice a strong Italian influence. Judging from 
some reproductions of Tarots to be found in Mr. Henri-Réné d’Allemagne’s work 
‘‘ Les Cartes a jouer,’ these particular blocks might be attributed to one Joseph 
Fautrier who lived in Marseilles between the years 1753 and 1793. At first one 
might think them to be early 16th or late 17th century productions. there is so little 
difference in their costumes and expressions, but the great exactitude of the lines 
and especially the difference to be found in the design of the coin which usually 
accompanies the ‘‘ Chevalier de Deniers ’’ proves them to be a later date. On the 
ecard ‘‘ Le Charrior ’’ are to be found the initials A.L., those most likely of the 
engraver. These woodcut blocks are now very rare, and very few collectors can 
boast of a complete series of the original woodcut blocks of the Game of Tarots.

This interesting manuscript contains the text of the Ordinances of the ‘‘ Brother- 
hood of Booksellers ’’ founded in the Church of Santiago, Saragossa, under the 
patronage of St. Jerome. Twenty-four leaves of the book are written in large red 
and black Gothic script, and the remaining leaves are in ordinary manuscript, the 
ordinances as transcribed from the original register being certified correct, and 
signed, by Francisco Antonio Espafiol, the chief public notary of the city of Sara- 
gossa. | 


The Brotherhood or Guild, founded in 1578, was for the purpose of preventing 
fraud in the book trade in Saragossa, and membership was only possible after certain 
examinations had been satisfactorily passed; although the sons of deceased 
‘‘ Brothers ’’ might acquire an hereditary membership on payment of a subscription, 
without further examination. 


Like many another ‘‘ Brotherhood ’’ connected with the laity, it was subject 
to certain ecclesiastical rules, in addition to the civil law. The Booksellers of 
Saragossa, being under the spiritual protection of St. Jerome, were required to 
foregather in the church for the purpose of holding services dedicated to the Saint, 
at stated periods. These were special services on the eve of the Saint’s day and 
on the day itself (29th September); and on the occasion of his fiesta, nominations 
were made to the brotherhood and to its various offices. Funds were also appor- 
tioned, as to dues payable to the King’s coffers, the local treasury and the expenses

of the brotherhood. The Feast of St. Jerome was also the time when the majordomo, 
who handled the funds, was expected to render the annual accounts of the brother- 
hood. Fines were imposed on those who did not attend the services, and ag these 
were fairly numerous throughout the year, this penalty probably proved a consider- 
able source of revenue! 


The ordinances specify, in great detail, all the rules that were to be observed 
in connection with the services, the routine of apprentices, the payments, inspection 
of work, legal points in connection with the trade, and points of etiquette and pro- 
cedure relating to the brotherhood itself. 


The chapters of this manuscript can be summarized as follows : On the estab- 
lishment of this brotherhood; on the ceremony at Vespers on the Eve of St. Jerome’s 
day; how St. Jerome’s day should be observed; how his feast should be celebrated ; 
the Requiem Mass; on apportioning tithes and electing officials; when accounts 
should be rendered; how a report should be given on past accounts; how Mass should 
be said every month; on the Notary; that nobody who has not been examined may 
set up a shop or work secretly or openly in Saragossa; on the candidates’ qualifica- 
tions; on the examinations to be passed by the candidate who desires to become a 
‘‘ master bookseller ’’; that the candidate should do such binding as the Majordomo 
should set him to do; on the candidate’s duty on the day of his examination; on the 
employees; on defective or stolen books; on books that might be regarded as stolen 
or ‘‘ suspicious ’’; apprentices; on the penalty incurred by whoever entices officials 
away from another master; on the inspectors; on the masters’ children; on the 
deceased ‘‘ brothers ’’ or members of the Guild; on books without headlines; on 
the silence to be observed in session whilst another was speaking; that ‘‘ masters ”’ 
might not start an establishment without first being presented to the Jurados or 
magistrates of Saragossa, by the inspectors; on the expenses connected with the 
establishment of this Guild; on the ‘* brothers ’’ who drafted these ordinances, and 
their validity; the ordinances issued in 1600; the fees payable at examinations; on 
dealings with foreign merchants. There are also later ordinances given in 1679, 
which decree that nobody who had not been examined should be permitted to sell 
books or bind them. No master bookseller was allowed to sell books in the streets, 
either in person or by proxy; and the sons of master booksellers were set special 
examinations, as were those who married the daughters of masters. 


Great care was taken to avoid the inclusion of stolen property or defective 
copies. The bookseller was expected to provide any missing page in a copy of any 
incomplete book sold, or to refund the money to his customer; otherwise he was 
fined ‘‘ a pound of wax or its equivalent ’’ for use at Mass during the Guild’s service. 
As for stolen or ‘‘ suspected ’’ goods, any purchase of such by authorized or pros- 
pective booksellers, was strictly forbidden, under penalty of a fine of fifty sueldos 
(pence). Further, any books purchased from foreign dealers were to be submitted 
to the inspectors of the Guild for collation, and such books were not to be re-sold in 
the city of Saragossa until they had been pronounced perfect by the inspectors, under 
penalty of a fine of sixty sueldos for each defective book. In those days of leisure, 
it was also possible to decree that booksellers and binders were obliged to ‘‘ remedy 
any defect ’’—only technical defects, let us hope !—‘‘ that might be found in their 
own or other dealers’ books offered for sale.’

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AMONG the types which enjoy permanent favour in book printing, none has a 

more interesting or more mySterious history than “‘ Garamond.” Certain punches, 
of undoubted antiquity, have existed for centuries at the French National Printing 
Office. Owing to their beauty of design and great age, the tradition grew up that 
these punches were cut by Claude Garamond, perhaps the most famous letter-cutter 
of all time, to whom Francois I entrusted the execution of the greek types used by 
Royal Printers in the sixteenth century. Were this “Garamond” roman of merely 
historical interest, the problem of its true origin would still be fascinating to scholars; 
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Mr. Paul Beaujon now reveals that “Garamond,” in spite of the attributions of 
historians, was in fact cut by a seventeenth century engraver whose extraordinary 
talents have never received due appreciation. The definite assignment of this beautiful 
letter to Jean Jannon of Sedan is made possible by Mr. Beaujon’s discovery of a type 
specimen book, surviving in a unique copy, issued by that printer-founder in the year 
1621. This document, of the first importance to amateurs of typography, was first 
quoted in an article by Mr. Beaujon in The Fleuron, No. V. A full collotype facsimile 
has now been prepared by the same author, who has added a bibliographic and 


historical introduction incorporating much new material. 


The story of Jannon’s life and labours is of unique and pathetic interest, and this 
essay will, it is hoped, restore to a great master the fame he justly deserves. ‘The 
facsimile, moreover, has additional value in that Jannon’s ‘‘ Espreuves de Caracteres ”’ 
was the first type specimen book issued by any French typefounder. It antedates by 
nearly a century the fine series of specimen-books which are the glory of French typo- 
graphy and the despair of collectors of fine printing; yet in design and even in press- 
work it fully equals any later book. So scrupulous a facsimile as this will enable 
collectors to add to their libraries a document which is no less remarkable for its. 
typographic charm than for its unique historic interest. 
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We take particular pleasure in announcing a new volume which 
Mr. Stanley Morison has in the press. The author’s previous works 
on ancient and modern printing in the roman letter are written 
from what is perhaps a comparatively fresh point of view—that of 
the collector interested rather in the beauty than in the archaeology 
of books. His studies therefore have drawn attention to many 
printers whose merits had not hitherto been recognized by those 
collectors whose appreciation of books is based upon historical 
considerations. There are many books, rare, and thus valuable 
enough as examples of this or that printer’s development or as 
exhibiting various bibliographical or typographical minutiae, but 
which are neither composed in a satisfactory type nor agreeably 
set on the page. 

And although an undeniable interest, not to say fascination, 

attaches to nearly every member of that class of books known as 

incunabula, i.e. books published during the fifteenth century, it 
cannot be gainsaid that very many of the productions of this 

period are more conspicuous for their archaeological than for their 
aesthetic interest. A volume of first-class facsimiles sele&ted in 

accordance with a high typographical standard is not available, 

and the publishers feel that many collectors and amateurs of books 

of the fifteenth century will be grateful for Mr. Morison’s new 

volume. Limiting himself to the consideration of the German 

books printed in that century, the author has selected from the 

uniquely rich and representative British Museum collection, one 

hundred and fifty-two of the best examples of Gothic composition.

of anything that lay between the return from the Baile to 
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Yet, there is a way by which the darkness af the ob. 
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scurity can, at any rate, be lessened, and many of the 
developments traced back to their starting points. It is 
to be found in the text of the Scroll itself, but it depends 
upon small details, on strokes and hooks, apparently 
simple ornaments with no object and no purpose—the 
Tittles. Throughout the ages, these were consistently 
regarded by all the great leading authorities, by the sages 
and by the Rabbis, as of equally divine origin with the 
Law itself. They disappeared from the Masoretic text, 
and with their disappearance a very old and important 
tradition was entirely lost, for no one thought to turn to 
the Scroll, not expecting to find there anything other 
than what was in the Book. 

Modern science now turns to minute things, and in the 
atom a whole solar system has been revealed, and by the 
study of micro-organisms some of the great problems of 
human life have been solved. So it may happen that by 
the discovery of this manuscript, the Tittled Bible, some 
of the old problems may also be brought nearer to a 
satisfactory solution. 

Thus, by means of this unique Model Codex, now repro- 
duced in facsimile, a new chapter in Biblical Archaeology 
may be opened up. The Scroll of the Pentateuch is now 
placed for the first time in its proper perspective. Through 
the graphic peculiarities of this manuscript, notably 
through the Tittles and other signs, a tradition, forgotten

ot ignored for at least a thousand years, is again brought 
to light. 

An attempt is made in the following introduétion to 
determine, as far as possible, the origin, character and 
meaning of these signs and Tittles. The difference be- 
tween the Pentateuch in the book form, the so-called 
Masotetic texts with vowels and accents, and the Scroll, 
as well as the special characteristics of the latter, are dis- 
cussed, and also the question of what constitutes a Model 
Codex. The aétivity of the Soferim, or Scribes of old, of 
which very little is known, is surveyed anew from a 
different point of view. 

The connection between Written Law and the Oral 
Tradition, or Unwritten Law, as evolved by the Mid- 
rashic exposition from the text as Halakhah and Agada, 
as well as the beginnings of the Masora and the origin of 
the Biblical Accents, have all been brought within the 
compass of this investigation. New light is thrown on 
the statement of Jesus in the gospels and on the Infancy 
Legends, which will both be better understood in their - 
full significance. 

The history of the Tittles from the Talmud down to the 
sixteenth century is traced through Jewish Rabbinic 
literature. All the texts from Maimonides onwards are 
given in full, both in Hebrew and in English translation. 
The book of Taggin or Tittles is fully described, as well 
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as diverse traditions. Attention has been drawn to the 
relation of the Tittles to the mystical Jewish lore, and 
especially to that of the Jewish Commentaries on the 
Bible. 

Traces, however faint, of the use of Taggin in Scrolls 
ot Bibles have been diligently sought. A way has been 
shown for the classification and dating of Scrolls, of 
which no one has hitherto thought, and the possibility 
of reconstructing an Archetype may now perhaps be 
undertaken with some hope of success. 

The full significance and importance of the hitherto 
neglected Tittles will open up a new chapter for inves- 
tigation and study, and contribute, it is hoped, to the 
solution of many problems connected with the origins 
of Biblical traditions and their development. 

For the last forty years I have been engaged in collecting 
the material, and studying the facts which have, at last, 
led to the publication of this work. The results at which 
I have arrived are not put forward as the final solution of 
the problems, but will, I trust, serve as the first step 
towards their ultimate elucidation. I place it in the hands 
of Biblical scholars, confident that they will continue the 
work in this new and promising field of investigation, 
which I have by the grace of God been allowed to begin 
and to carry thus far. To Him alone all thanks are due.

The Colle@tor of Incunabula and the Student of Typo- 
graphy will find in this collection, the only one of its 
kind, ample material for comparing the esthetical, as well 
as the historical, values of the earliest European presses. 
In his interesting and concise English text, Konrad 
Haebler, probably the most expert authority on the 
subject of Incunabula, gives a clear bibliographical out- 
line of the works from which his Original Leaves were 
taken, and adds interesting and all-important details on 
the influence of the various printers one on the other; 
mentioning similar ‘cuts of types’ used in different 
presses. 


In Part I, 110 Original German Incunabula Leaves 
were chosen from some of the most beautiful and epoch- 
making books issued by the famous presses of Augsburg 
Bamberg, Basle, Blaubeuren, Cologne, Esslingen, Frei- 
burg, Hagenau, Heidelberg, Mainz, Meissen, Memming- 
en, Nuremberg, Passau, Reutlingen, Speier, Strassburg 
Tuebingen, Ulm and Wuerzburg. 


In Part II, the 110 Original Leaves are specimens from 
some of the world-known Italian Incunabula issued by 


the famous presses in Bologna, Brescia, Cremona, 
Ferrara, Florence, Milan, Mantova, Naples, Padova, 
Parma, Pavia, Reggio d’Emilio, Rome, Treviso, Venice, 
Verona and Vicenza. 

In Part III, the shortest but not the least interesting of 
the series, because of the extreme rarity of some of its 
specimens, includes 60 Original Incunabula Leaves (one 
being a beautiful genuine Caxton), taken from some of 
the rarest and most famous books printed in Nether- 
lands: (Antwerp, Delft, Deventer, Louvain, Utrecht and 
Zwolle) France: (Lyons, Paris, Rouen, Poitiers, Toulouse 
and Vienne) Spain and Portugal: (Burgos, Lisbon, Seville, 
Toledo and Valencia); London and Westminster. 


Each original Leaf is nicely mounted, with an 
explanatory label. Only 100 copies were printed of the 
English Edition. 

It is most interesting to note that Haebler’s Collettion 
of Incunabula Leaves, though of an important chrono- 
logical and historical interest, is even more an attempt at 
illustrating the Progress, Art and Perfection, attained 
and unsurpassed, of the First Printers, than to form what 
might be called a specimen-album of famous books 
issued during the fifteenth century. 
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
